County OKs elder care facility 

New Winchester House to house 175-200 eldeiiy residents

LIBERTYVILLE - Jamie Weibeler, 
director of Lake County's Winchester 
House, is excited at the prospect of 
overseeing construction of a new 
building. - 

The Lake County Board, which 
owns and operates the existing long- 
term' health facility in Libertyville, 
voted Tuesday to approve construc- 
tion of a new nursing home. 

The vote was 22-1. Board member 
Brent Paxton. of District 4, which-' 
Includes Zion, voted against the* 
measure. 

Weibeler has been with Winches- 
ter House for more than a year. In 
2005, the facility, laid off staff because 
it was 100 residents short of capacity. 

"Before I was here, there "were ,50 
layoffs," Weibeler said. 

In the last year, Weibeler and the 
Lake County Board have worked to 



see what the options were. Consul: 
tants decided the facility could close, 
be renovated or build new. 

Carol Calabresa, District 15 board 
member, which includes Libertyville, 
said residents and their families have 
been passionate and persuasive on 
the issue. After the vote, all the coun- 
ty board members were invited to 
Winchester House to celebrate. 

"The atmosphere was jubilant," 
Calabresa said. 

Weibeler said the Lake County 
Advisory Board was concerned that a 
new facility could face the same 
issues as Winchester House, so the 
new facility will have 175 to 200 beds. 

County Board, Chairwoman Suzi 
Schmidt, District 3, said another com 
cern was building a new facility with- 
in the tax levy approved by voters in 
19B2. They believe. a smaller nursing- 
home can be .built near Winchester 
House at 525 S. Winchester Blvd. , 

"The mission is to keep it going, 



but not above the [cost of] the levy," 
Schmidt said. 

The county will file a Certificate of 
Need with the Illinois Health Facili- 
ties Planning Board to build the new 
nursing home, and both Weibeler and 
Schmidt said it will be at least four . 
years before the new facility is open 
for business. 

Schmidt said Winchester House 
has fewer residents because more 
seniors stay longer in their, homes 
with the help of home nurses or fam- 
ily. 

"There are more facilities now, 
more specialized facilities," Schmidt 
said. "But, we excel in Alzheimer's 
care." 

Weibeler said Winchester House 
has about 300 employees and. would 
have to staff a new facility according 
to the residential census. , 

Weibeler said the County Board 
, has operated a nursing facility since 
the 1850s. '■'*.'

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Dog fighting hits 
close to home 

Authorities hope to break abuse cycle

When people discuss the 
NFL football season, which 
began last weekend, Atlanta 
Falcons quarterback Michael 
Vick's legal troubles tend to 
pop up. Vick's recent criminal 
plea to dog fighting charges 
has opened people's eyes. 

"The people who do this, 
they're breaking all laws," said 
Stephanie Gordon, Lake 
County Animal Control offi- 
cer. 

Near the time that Vick 
was linked to a dog-fighting 
operation, a Beach Park man 
also was charged with dog 
fighting. 

Animal control took the 
initial phone call that alerted 
authorities, Gordon said. 

Anthony L. Brown, 24, was 
charged with aggravated cru- 
elty to animals, dog fighting, 
unlawful possession of a 
weapon by a felon, being an 
armed habitual criminal and 
unlawful possession of a con- 
trolled substance (cocaine), 
said prosecuting attorney Rod 
Darobinski. 

There were 16 dogs found, 
Gordon said, and 10 had to be 
euthanized. 

Dog-fighting incidents can 
affect a community, Gordon 
said. 

"Abuse is abuse," she said, 
"it's a vicious cycle." 

Two of those "cycles," 
Gordon said, are that children 
can see this abuse and think it 
is OK. Also there is. the possi- 
bility that abuse could be 
directed toward people.

If you suspect animal abuse is tak- 
ing place, call Lake County Animal 
Control at 847-949-9925. 

What to look for 

Even though putting a stop 
to a dog-fighting operation 
should be left up to the author- 
ities, Gordon said, there are 
warning signs that people can 
look for and let animal control 
know about their suspicions. 

"We would just investigate 
and see where we were at with 
that," she said. 

The warning signs include 
high traffic to a home, moving 
dogs in and out - especially if 
crated separately, permanent 
covers over windows and 
sometimes a strong odor. 

A permanent cover over 
windows could be anything 
from piled wood to sheets. 

The aftermath 

When it conies to dog-fight- 
ing operations, another aspect 
authorities deal with is what 
to do with the dogs that aren't 
euthanized. 

"They're going to need to 
have a lot of work," Gordon 
said about surviving dogs. 

These dogs, Gordon said, 
tend to have been antagonized 
and had bad behavior encour- 
aged. 

"I don't know that you 
could trust a dog," she said. 

But it is not impossible for 
dogs to change this behavior, 
some even are rehabilitated 
enough that they can be adopt- 
ed, Gordon said.

'Marrero's ruling dealt'with provi- 
sions of the Patriot Act that 
allowed the FBI to demand infor- 
mation without a warrant through 
national security letters. People 
who received such letters were 
barred from publicly revealing that 
they had gotten them. 

The letters would be sent to 
companies such as Internet service 
providers, telephone companies 
and, public libraries demanding 
information on customers. The 
lawsuit was filed by the American 
Civil Liberties Union on behalf of 
a "John Doe," who received one of 
the letters. 

In his 106-page ruling, Marrero 
said, that the letter "offends the 
fundamental constitutional princi- 
ples of checks and balances and 
separation of powers." 



There was a time in America 
when the government had to have a 
good reason to go snooping around 
in someone's business. In the hys- 
teria of the aftermath of Sept. 11, 
sweeping broad powers were grant- 
ed to the federal government that 
in retrospect went too far. 

Although national security let- 
ters had been used in the past, the 
Patriot Act broadened its power 
and use. In 2005, 19,000 such letters 
were sent asking for 47,000 pieces 
of information, the Washington 
Post reported. 

Law-abiding American citizens 
should not be subject to arbitrary 
information, dragnets and data 
mining operations. Regardless of 
how noble the initial reason to be 
begin such a sweep, the long-term 
implications of such programs is 
sinister. 

It is time for this nation to move 
past the notion that judicial over- 
sight and due process somehow is 
an inconvenience that should be 
legislated away, or in some cases, \ 
altogether ignored. It is time to 
return to our principles; respect 
the Constitution and respect the 
rights of individuals.

underage drinking bill 



At the beginning of the first hol- 
iday weekend of the 2007-08 school 
year, Gov. Rod Blagojevich signed 
-SB 158, a bill that addresses under- 
-age drinking and parents' * respon- 
sibilities. 

This bill sponsored by State Sen. 
Susan Garrett,- D-Lake Forest, pro- 
vides that it is unlawful for parents 
to knowingly authorize, enable, or 
permit underage drinkers to have 
access to either their residence or 
liquor kept in the residence. 

The current law states that if 

parents allow underage drinking, 

the parents can be charged with a 

Class A misdemeanor. Garrett's 

bill, SB 158, adds a new provision 

. that carries a felony charge if bod- 

: ily harm occurs when parents are 

' ; aware, that alcohol is being served 

\ in their home, . 

. "I am pleased 
that the governor 
signed' this criti- 
. cal legislation at 
the beginning of 
Labor Day week- 
end." Garrett 
said. 

According to 
Mothers Against 
Drunk Driving 
(MADD), Labor 
Day holiday 

weekend has been among the most 
deadly, for alcohol-related traffic 
deaths in recent 

years; Additionally, statistics from 
the National Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA) show 
Labor Day weekend as a very dead: 
Jy.^holiday , for .alcohol-related « 
deaths. 

While this bill's. intention is to 
deter parents from serving under- 
age teens in their homes, it also 
seems to suggest that Illinois 
intends to be vigilant when it 
comes to drinking and driving.

Storm aid 

Low-interest loans are available 
to storm victims in Cook, DeKalb, 
DuPage, Kane, Lake and McHenry 
counties, Illinois State Treasurer 
Alexi Glannoulias said. 

Under the Opportunity Illinois 
Disaster Loan program, the 
Treasurer's Office provides low- 
interest bridge loans to people 
whose property has sustained 
weather-related damage. The loans 
are available to residents living in 
declared disaster areas who are 
waiting for insurance settlements 
or other aid programs to take 
effect. 

To receive the low-interest rate, 
residents must secure the loan' at a 
bank or financial institution that 
participates in the state's linked 
deposit program. They may secure 
a loan up to the damage amount. 
The Opportunity Illinois loan 
application must be filed by the 
bank on the resident's behalf with- 
in 90 days of a local, state or feder- 
al official's natural disaster decla- 
ration. 

"Our low-interest loan program 
helps storm victims with the 
upfront costs of repairs so they can 
get their lives back on track faster," 
Glannoulias said.

Waukegan Harbor must be de-industrialized 



Waukegan might be, at the cross- 
roads of its efforts to revitalize the 
downtown and lakefront develop- 
ment-Port of its master plan.isto . 
change the Waukegan Harbor from 
industrial to recreational. 

Much fuss has been made that the 
city's policies toward reshaping the 
lakeiront might hold up the $24 mil- 
lion toward the super-fund cleanup 
of the harbor. 

At issue is Waukegan's insistence 
that dredging should be limited and 
if It goes to the 30-foot depth as pro- 
posed, it would seriously Jeopardize 
the city's plan to de-lndustrlallze the 
harbor. 

Of course, National Gypsum, 
LaFarge Cement, and St. Mary's 
Cement, the three companies that 
use large boat shipping to bring in 
its raw materials, insist that restrict- 
ing the depth limits' will put them 
out of business. They claim that the 
ships already can only carry half- 
loads, so costs to them have doubled. 

The major reason for the reduced 
depth at the harbor is the continuing 
lowered lake levels, which seem to go 
down every year. 

One might ask whether dredging 
to a 30-foot depth and costing $36 mil- 
lion - when you consider matching 
funds - will be used as much to 
reduce PCB contaminants as to 
enlarge the harbor to benefit the

shipping needs of the three compa- 
nies, 

Waukegan, I know, wants to elim- 
inate PCB's from the harbor. But, 
does the harbor have to be dredged 
to a 30-foot depth? I doubt it. 

I agree with Waukegan that the 
de-industrialization of Waukegan 
Harbor is a must. 

You don't heed a crystal ball to 
recognize that the economic future 
at the lakefront lays in a coordinated 
residential and recreational develop- 
ment. 

Ray Vukovich, Director of 
Government Services for Waukegan, 
said that the first question that 
potential developers ask when con- 
sidering to Invest in the downtown- 
lakefront plan is "how long is indus- 
try going to be there?" 

Can you blame them for asking? 

It has been said that about 100 
workers will lose their jobs if the 
three industries were forced to close. 
I asked someone with connections to 
the city how many of those workers 



live in Waukegan. Ho said that so far 
they had pinpointed only nine such 
workers. 

I have always supported workers. 
In this case, however, when you con- 
sider the cost-benefit ratio, the antic- 
ipation of about $1.5 billion toward 
the downlown-lakefront develop- 
ment Is huge. 

A local legislator claimed that he 
is standing up for what the people of 
Waukegan want - to save those jobs 
at the harbor. It's strange that when I 
ask people what they don't like about 
the lakefront, they almost in unison 
say "it's those ugly silo's and the 
industries just north of them." 
• There might be no such legal 
term as "aesthetic pollution," but 
there probably should be. When 
something is such an ugly eyesore 
that it hinders positive and whole- 
some development in a community, 
it should be addressed. 

I hope that Waukegan and the 
EPA can get their heads together and 
resolve the issue for the good of the 
environment and the economic 
future of the city. Waukegan must 
become a recreational harbor if the 
city is to Improve both the down- 
town and the lakefront.

During the fall of 2003, ran' 
dom samples of residential 
wells by Lake County Health' 
Department indicated vinyl 
chloride contamination in' 
three wells slightly above the, 
federal safe drinking water;

College of Lake County OKs budget 



LAKE COUNTY JOURNALS 

The College of Lake County board 
approved a balanced budget of $78.5 million 
for the 2008 fiscal year. 

Meeting at'v;,the college's Southlake 
Educational Center In Vernon Hills, the board 
took the action after a public hearing. 

The budget is based on a projected 8.9 per- 
cent revenue increase* the previous year. 
Property taxes account for 62.78 ' percent of 
total revenue, while tuition, fees and other 
items generate 28.99 percent, and state appor- 
tionment funds 8.23 percent. 

On the expenditure side, the budget 



reflects increases in salaries and benefits, and 
the overall cost of operating college facilities, 
including the new Southlake Educational 
Center expansion, said James Rock, vice pres- 
ident for administrative affairs. 

Also included is $1 million being set aside 
to build thecollege's fund balance, in keeping 
with a new policy approved by trustees in FY 
2006. 

That policy requires the college to build 

the operating fund balance during the next 

J five years to equal or exceed 13 percent of budi 

geted expenditures - enough to cover about 

v two months of the college's bills, according to 

a release.from CLC. !

Genesee Theatre gets 70s twist

"I grew up going to this 
theater, so it brings back so 
many, memories," she said. 
"It's amazing that we can 
attract stars like Donny here 
[in Lake County].'" 

Another Osmond fan at 
the concert was Milwaukee 
resident Sherl Mecklenburg, 
who came with her husband, 
. Jim. Sheri wore a T-shirt that 
read "OsmondsSOth . • 
Anniversary," which she 
bought at the family's 
reunion a few weeks ago in 
Las Vegas. The event cele- 
brated 50 years since the fam- 
ily began in show business. 

"It was great growing up 
with the Osmonds in the '60s 
and 70s, when things weren't 
always so clean," Sheri said. 
"They're the family everyone 
wanted to be a part of." 

But, Sheri admitted, there 
is one Osmond who stole her 
heart 

"Donny's always been my 
favorite," she said; "Wherever 
he is, I go. Donny could sing 
the ABCs and I'd be happy. 
He's just a timeless person, 
and he's not afraid to show 
his faith and who he is." 

It's that faith that brought 
three other fans to Donny's 
concert in Waukegan. Sue 
Fwayngim, of Lexington, 
Okla.; Susan Gold-Sinde, of 
Algonquin; and Maxlne 
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Davies, of Hertfordshire, 
England, met on Dormy.com, 
The three went to the Web site 
to find inspiration and faith 
while dealing with illness. Sue 
has multiple sclerosis and - 
lupus, Susan has bone marrow 
cancer, and Maxine has breast 
cancer.

The story Is so dumb and 
so clearly plot-driven that 
"Mr. Woodcock" has more In 
common with the mechanical 
comedies Hollywood often 
foists on children with titles 
like "Big Fat Liar" and 
"Slappy and the Stinkers." 
The key difference is that 
"Mr. Woodcock" has dirty- 
jokes. 

Adults act like idiots in 
those children's films, just as 
they do in "Mr. Woodcock." In 
those kids'.films, however, the 
stupid adults give the young- 
sters a chance to laugh and 
feel superior. 

I guess we're supposed to 
feel superior to John and Mr. 
Woodcock as their grudge- 
match grows to preposterous 
lengths, but it isn't funny. It's 
sad and a waste of time.

She 
further realizes the police don't even 
remotely suspect her. 

Erica begins moonlighting as a vigi- 
lante, placing herself hi situations 
where she might be robbed so she can 
kill her assailants. | 

Meanwhile, she fqrms a symbiotic 
relationship with Dot. Sean Mercer 
(Torrence Howard), the man in charge of 
tracking down the vigilante killer. A fan 
of Erica's program, Mercer takes her 
Into his confidence. He finds it odd that

Erica 
develops a dual personality, pretending 
to be the person she once was while 
admitting in her-harratlon, "You become 
someone else, a stranger." If Erica threw

instead of killing them, "The Brave

One" wouldn't be much different from a 
Batman movie. 

"The Brave One" also plays ironically 
on Foster's career. She had a key role in 
the most incisive of all vigilante films, 
"Taxi Driver." Just as Robert De Niro did 
in that film, Foster rescues a teenage 
prostitute from her pimp; in "Taxi 
Driver," of course, Foster played the 
teenage prostitute. 

Foster's performance in "The Brave 
One" is searing - her best in years. 

The worst thing about the ending is 
that it violates Howard's character so 
profoundly. What happens in the final 
minutes is so at odds with the film's tone 
and morality that it is cither a studio- 
mandated rewrite or Jordan, who can be 
wily, intends It as a satire of how 
Hollywood usually soft-pedals revenge 
killings. 

Either way, the profoundly discourag-

Why? Because watching those 
players relive the glory days and 
rediscover what it feels like to 
lay down a hit, catch a pass, or 
just seeing yourself in a set of 
pads in the mirror was too much 
to deny. 

Brown surely has plenty of 
trophies from every phase of his

This is the plan Finchem 
thought would drive interest 
in golf once we got past the 
majors? Instead of interest, 
there's plenty of disgust to be 
voiced about this bait-and- 
switch, especially if you 
bought tickets for the BMW 
Championship thinking all of 
the world's best golfers would 
play as promised. 

After dueling at the 
Deutsche Bank 
Championship in Boston, 
Mickelson and Woods both 
were part of a planned 
Thursday-Friday threesome 
with former mini golfer Steve 
Strieker. 

But that was before 
Deutsche champion Lefty 
decided he would rather 
spend time with his family 
this weekend. (Yet not before 
he flew to Chicago to attend a 
corporate outing at Medinah 
Country Club on Tuesday.

without assurances that the 
top players would back the 
new plan and play in all four 
playoff tournaments. 

Blame them for not being 
responsive to player input 
when it comes to the Cup for- 
mat, an oversight that 
appears to have caused a rift 
between Mickelson and 
Finchem. 

Blame them for setting up 
an absurd points system that 
allows top golfers (including 
British Open winner Padraig 
Harrington, who also will 
miss the BMW) to skip a 
week yet still remain in the 
hunt for the $10 million 
retirement bonus that will be 
awarded to the winner of the 
Cup. 

"I think if the Tour were 
to look back in hindsight, the 
idea was to get all the top 
players to play in all four," 
Luke Donald said recently. 
"Obviously, Tiger has missed 
one, Ernie didn't play last 
week and Phil [is out]. You 
know, that's obviously not 
what the Tour wanted." 

What the Tour wanted was 
extra publicity once football 
season began dominating the 
landscape and NASCAR start- 
ed the chase for Its own Cup. 
But while people are talking 
about golf in September, 
they're discussing it for all 
the wrong reasons. If 
Finchem doesn't make neces- 
sary changes before next fall, 
the FedEx Cup could be gone 
before any of us ever learned 
to like it. 

It shouldn't be that hard of 
a fix, though Finchem must 
recognize he's dealing with a 



set of athletes who have the 
most control over their gov- 
erning body Woods and 
Mickelson are well aware that 
their presence directly trans- 
lates into gate receipts and 
TV ratings. Considering that; 
every effort should be made 
to accommodate them, even if 
it means not-requiring them 
to show for the mandatory 
Wednesday pro-ams. 

Would the corporate spon- 
sors approve? Of course not, 
but does the head of 
Budweiser play catch with 
Peyton Manning a few days 
before the Super Bowl? The 
people with the money will 
live. 

At the same time, Finchem 
has to set a hard line and 
stick to it. Once a player is in, 
he's in. Want a shot at the $10 
million bonus? Want a shot at 
the individual purses for the 
four tournaments? Then 
make a commitment to all 
four weeks or sit home dur- 
ing one of the Tour's biggest 
money grabs. 

"There are so many differ- 
ent scenarios you could come 
up with," Donald said. "But 
it's finding the one that is fair 
for the Tour and fair for 
everyone." 

That might take some 
thinking and maybe some 
compromising, but it definite- 
ly is possible. By next year, 
Finchem should set a goal of 
having each fan exclaiming, 
"Did you see Mickelson!" 

That sure will beat the 
depressing question that peo- 
ple are asking at Cog Hill this 
week. If you heard it once, 
you heard it 10 times. 
[ Anybody seen Mickelson?

(MS) — Homeowners 
make a lot of effort to 
reduce energy costs. 
However, even if they 
have done a good job of « 
implementing measures 
to.lower utility bills', they .'■■;'

According to Vicky 
Leclerc from Garaga Inc., 
there are many advan- 
tages to making energy 
saving improvements in 
your garage.

The 
inside skins of a door are 
insulated with either 
polysterene or 
polyurethane. 
Polyurethane provides 
twice the insulation 
value compared to poly- 
sterene. It bonds the 
door's skin and adheres 
to the metal, ensuring 
strength that reduces the 
chance of the metal skin 



separating from the insu- 
lation. 

Notice that the adver- 
tised R-value of a garage 
door means very little if 
the door does not have a 
complete thermal break 
system and a proper 
weather seal system 
around all four sides of 
the door and between 
door sections. Without 
thermal break, heat and 
cold will move from the 
outside of the door to 
inside of the garage, 
reducing the insulation 
value of the door. Metal 
end caps may allow frost 
build up and the door 
sections to freeze togeth- 
er. 

Ms. Leclerc says "the 
perimeter weather seal 



system is useful to pre- 
vent wind, rain and snow 
from entering the garage. 
The type of weather seal 
used should not be over- 
looked". The proper ' 
perimeter weather seal is 
made up of two parts, . 
the seal gasket and the 
holder. The seal gasket 
should be made of rub- 
ber so it will not split or 
crack.

collision, you've proba- 
bly heard this common 
misconception: your 
vehicle will never be the 
same. Chances are, it 
wasn't your insurance 
company representative 
or an employee of a colli- 
sion repair business who 
said this. That's because 
every day collision 
industry professionals 
return collision-damaged 
vehicles to their previous 
condition. 

The repair process 
begins when a detailed 
estimate is prepared, 
indicating all of the 
repairs needed to restore 
your vehicle to proper 
function and appearance. 
In some cases, this dam- 
age assessment requires 
removing damaged body 
panels or other parts. 
This results in the most , 
accurate initial estimate 
possible. The parts listed 
on the estimate are then 
ordered. The collision 
repair business and your 
insurance company 
should explain whether 
the replacement parts 
are new parts ordered 
from the manufacturer of 
your vehicle, used parts 
ordered through an. auto- 
motive recycler, or new 
parts manufactured by a 
company other than the 
manufacturer of your 
vehicle. Your collision 
repair business and 
insurer can explain the 
pros and cons of using 



each of these types of 
parts. 

If your vehicle was hit 
hard in the collision, the 
repair facility should use 
a measuring system that 
checks specific points of 
your vehicle structure 
against dimensions pro- 
vided by the vehicle or 
equipment manufacturer. 

The repair facility will 
also need to measure 
your vehicle several . 
times during the repair 
process to make sure it is 
within the recommended 
tolerances. 

Whenever appropriate, 
original parts are 
repaired. Severely dam- 
aged parts need to be 
replaced. A properly 
trained technician can 
repair sheet metal and 
plastic so that it can be 
difficult, if not impossi- 
ble, to find any indica- 
tion of damage. In some 
cases, parts not included 
on the estimate may need 
to be ordered during the 
repair process if, "hid- 
den" damage is found. 

After repairs are com- 
plete, the vehicle is ready 
to be painted. The areas 
to be painted are first , 
prepared. Repaired areas 
are finely sanded, primer 
and corrosion protection 
products are applied and 
areas that won't be paint- 
ed are "masked off" and 
protected. The painter 
then uses a paint mixing 
system to mix the paint 
that will match your 
vehicle's finish. A paint 



code on your vehicle pro- 
vides the starting point, 
but generally requires a 
trained eye to match the 
paint to your vehicle. 
Often, paint will require 
"blending," a technique 
used to facilitate match- 
ing the color of your car. 
The paint is sprayed 
inside a spray booth 
designed to keep dust 
and other contaminants 
off the new finish. 
Once the painting is 
complete, the vehicle is 
reassembled with all 
trim pieces, decals and . 
stripes. If any new glass 
is needed, it is usually 
installed at this point. 
The wheel alignment will 
also be checked if the 
collision damage was 
severe, if the vehicle , 
spun, or if a tire, wheel, 
or suspension parts were 
damaged in the collision. 
This helps to catch any 
potential problems with 
the steering and suspen- 
• sion parts. 
Finally, your vehicle is 
taken to the detailing 
area for a thorough inte- 
rior and exterior clean- 
ing. Any minor imperfec- 
tions in the new paint 
surface, will be removed 
by polishing and buffing. 
A final inspection checks 
that all work meets the 
repair facility's stan- 
dards and the final 
paperwork is prepared 
for the vehicle owner and 
involved insurer. 
Throughout this 
process, the repair busi-

ness will be in contact 
with the insurance com- 
pany, handling the claim. 
The insurer may want to 
review the estimate and 
inspect the vehicle before 
or during the repair 
process. In some cases, 
the repair facility may 
need to obtain insurer 
and vehicle owner 
approval before complet- 
ing additional necessary 
repairs not included on 



the initial estimate.
